1..  5urgeon  General  Clement  A.  Finley,  U.  S.  Army,  having  applied 
to  be  retired  from  active  duty,  after  more  than  forty  years’  service, 
the  President  of  the  United  States  directs  that  his  name  be  placed 
upon  the  list  of  retired  officers,  to  date  from  April  14,  1862. 

11..  5urgeons  from  civil  life  who  tender  their  services  for  the  sick 
and  wounded  in  the  field,  under  the  invitation  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  will  each  be  allowed,  while  so  employed,  the  use  of  a  public 
horse,  a  tent,  the  necessary  servants,  and  the  privilege  of  purchasing 
subsistence  stores  from  the  Commissary  Department. 

111..  The  attention  of  Commanders  of  Armies,  Departments,  Divi¬ 
sions,  and  detached  Brigades,  by  whom  paragraph  448,  General 
Regulations,  has  been  neglected,  is  specially  directed  to  its  require¬ 
ment  concerning  forwarding  copies  of  all  their  orders  to  the  Adjutant 
General’s  Office.
